WESTERN FARMERS ‘BOYLE ADVOCATES 


GAIN $20,000,020 MORE. 
ON 1921 WHEAP CROP 


Winnipeg, Feb. 18—Western Cana- 
da.farmers, on the basis of recent ad- 
vances in wheat prices, stand to réa!- 
ize about $20,000,000 more out of the 
1921 crop than appearcd possible at 
the time the slump jin prices had 
reached the lowest level in December. 

Wheat prices today are approximate- 
ly 35 cents a bushel in advance of the 
low level figure of the closing month 
of f§21. There are about 70,000,000 
bushels of wheat still in the hands of 
farmers to be sold, it is estimated. 

The price of No. 1 Northern today 
was $1.36%4 a bushel for May wheat, 
and the lowest price in December was 
$1.02 for May wheat. 

The advance in pric Is worldwide 
beginning in Liverpool. It is said to 
be due to disappointing returns from 
wheat crops in Australia and the Ar- 
gentine. The advance in wheat price 
which has the appearance, at least of 
being permanent, will benefit farmers 
who have not yet disposed of their 
crops. The additional wealth avail- 
able, if the price is maintained, or if 
it advantes still more, will have a 
splendid effect on conditions through- 
out the west. 


ALBERTA TO SEEK 


Edmonton, Feb. ‘b. 18—Opposition lea- 
der John R. Boyle told the Alberta leg- 
islature that it was hopeless for. Al- 
berta to tie up her case with that ot}. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan demand- 
ing .a return of the natural resources 
to the province by the federal gov- 
ernment, Mr. Boyle said that the peo- 
ple and government of Saskatchewan 
were apparently indifferent whether 
they got the subsidy retained of se- 
cured the resources. Public opinion in 
Manitoba was more awakened in Mant- 
toba than in Saskatchewan, but not 
as keen as in Alberta. Mr. Boyle pro- 
posed that the Farmer government in 
negotiating for a return of the re 
sources from the Dominion make the 
following proposal: “That {he Domin- 
fon government turn over all the pub- 
lic domain in the province of Alberta 
to this province at once,gto the same 
extent on which the old\ provinces 
hold theirs, and that the question as 
to what Alberta’s subsidy in Heu of 
these lands should be abated by rea- 
son of those lands being turned over 
be left to arbitration.”

GENERAL LOCKOU

Copenhagen, Feb. .16—The general 
lockout declared yesterday throughout 
Denmark, affecting nearly all indus- 
tries and about -160,000 employees, 
had not up to this morning been met 
by the retaliatory move of a general

WALL ST. PREDICTS 
CANADIAN DOLLAR 


New York. Feb. 2)—The discount 
on the Canadian dollar in the United 
States will very probably disappear en- 
tirely within the current year, the Wall 
St. Journal predicts this morning in 
the course of a review of the exchange 
situation. While in the past the Can- 
adian exchange rate has generally fol- 
lowed the fluctuation of the sterling 
exchange, the paper asserts, other fac- 
tors have recently influenced the Can- 
adian rate so that sterling for certain 
periods at least, has ceased to be the 
dominant factor, 

The discount rate on Canadian dol- 
lars reached 3.50 per cent this week 
here, the lowest it has been since the 
fixed rate on sterling was discontin- 
ued in March, 1919. Since that time 
the discount has gone as 
17 1-2 per cent. "

IS THE SUBCONSCIOUS

In our story of the. subconscious 
mind. in previous articles we have 
noticed strange phenomena concerning 
it).

The doctrine of the soul was evoly- 
ed long before modern psychology 
propounded the doctrine of the sub- 
conscious mind ag clearly as it has, 
Were the orjginators of that doctrine 
conscious of that mysterious ‘some- 
thing’ that) we now call the subcon- 
scious mind? Are the subconscious- 
ness and the soul one and the, samo 
thing? : 

The potnt has been ably argued by 


eminent psychologists ‘in the affirma- H 


tive. They hold that the soul is that 
which controls the unconscious func- 
tions of the:body. That it never’ can 
be subject tolocation, not being ma- 
terial, that it exists independent. of 
the material body, although the body 
does not exist and function indepen- 
dent of it. \That it is nat subject to 
death ,but carries on the egoistic con- 
sciousness and entity after the body 
has crumbled to death. 

Professor. Hudson, one of the fore- 
most expounders of the subconscious- 
ness, says that just ag we by believ- 
ing that we ‘are great, or strong, or 
healthy, become that way, so by be- 
Heving in the permanency of our souls 
we protrude our: souls off-into inde- 
finite time; yhereas-if-—there —be ; no 
such faith theysoul goes out like a 
spark with the passing of life from 
the body. This: he: makes to harmon- 
ize with Christian philosophy which 
says “He that’ belfeyeth hag life." 

‘The insistence of Jesus and the up- 
jostles that. men should believe in 
their immortality as a condition of 
immorality is; pointed ,out in supyort 
of the Srepment: By belief. also we 
determine the’ state of the aii 
sciousness after death, whether 
shall persist {mn happiness or aier 
The writer of this article thinks it 
wise to accopt: Professor Hudson's 
theory with ‘great reservations al- 
though it opens the issue that there is 
much to be said for immortality. 

Granting the eurgument, what be- 
somes of the soul upon its release 
from the body? It must be remember- 
ed that we have never located it in 
the body, although we have seen it 
functioning there. We have also seen 
it "functioning in other minds and in 
other bodies through hypnotism and 
telepathy. Evidently space is not es- 
sential to itg existence. With the sub- 
consciousness the state is everything. 

Let me say just a word in closing 
regarding spiritualism, Much has been 
said in dealing with hypnotism, auto- 
suggestion and obsessions to account 
for many of the phenomena of spirit- 
ualism, the trance messages, the spirit 
rappings, and the ghost appearances 
may all be accounted for as either 
freaks or natural processes of the 
subconscious mind. Spiritualists de- 
Hberately practice hypnotism, mind 
reading and auto suggestion to ac- 
complish their ends. On the other 
ihand if it is possible for minds to 
thave telepathic communication — in 
life and that part which no functions 
is not subject: to death under certain 
conditions, would it not be possible for 
the souls of the living to have spirit- 
ual or telepathic communication with 
‘the immortal souls of the departed?
